How radically it would alter the 
entire character of the war re- 
quires almost. no comment. It 
would leave Hitler free to establish 
the “New Order” as more than a 
paper structure and to put down 
his troubles at home. The possi- 
bility can never be overlooked for 
a moment. 

To defeat Hitler means that 
these explosive forces, spurred on 
by increasing desperation, must 
first be kept in check. But this 
is not sufficient. They must next 
be overcome, Only an over- 
whelming superiority in arms and 
men and production and leader- 
ship.can achieve this. Hitler has | 
had nine years and one day of 
single-minded, driving effort and 
the resources of an entire conti- 
nent. The democracies began 
this race under an awesome han- 
dicap. 


The United Nations have impor- 
tant allies in Europe, but no one 
of them can bring about the ulti- 
mate defeat of Hitler. The grow- 
ing opposition of the conquered 
territories is a constant drag, but 
it could be almost eliminated if 
Hitler had a breathing spell. Ger- 
man morale goes steadily down, 
but victory over England would 
restore it completely. 

Health of Europe; 

Warning Signs Now. 
Hunger has besieged the conti- 
nent, but studies after the World 
War indicated that for the first 
two years an undernourished pop- 
ulation often actually became 
healthier. Only later, their phys- 
ical reserves destroyed, do they 
fall victims to the various ailments 
that result, The warning signals 
now are appearing in Europe. 

Dr. Leonardo Conti, Reich Health 
Minister, in a remarkably candid 
interview recently, admitted the 
increase of ‘tuberculosis, particu- 
larly among young women—one of 
the first signs — and said unex- 
plained teeth defects were spread- 
ing in Germany.- Morfality among 
children has gone up sharply in 
most of the occupied areas. But 
time and opportunity to divert suf- 
ficient men and materials from 
other tasks might make it possible 
for Hitler to avoid famine. 


Even the lowly louse is partici- 
pating, although with complete im- 
partiality. . League of Nations’ 
health experts expect a major 
typhus problem next spring, the 
year’s most dangerous season, for 
the Nazis’ Russian campaign has 
been fought through the typhus 
belt of Europe, extending from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea. 


No one knows what the’ condl- 
tions are in the General Govern- 
ment (former Poland), but as early 
as last spring there were indica- 
tions of a pressure of disease to 
the east. The adjacent Warthegau, 
now incorporated in the Reich, re- 
ported 27 times as many typhus 
cases in the first six months of 
1941 as during the entire year of 
1938. ’ 
Immunization serums exist but 
not in sufficient quantities to pro- 
tect armies of 10 millions, The 
Germans are believed so far only 
to have immunized their hospital 
and sanitary corps. Time and. _ma- 
terials and labor in the hands of 
the Nazis, commodities Hitler 
could acquire by victory, might 
succeed in checking this menace. 
The louse-borne scourge cost the 
life of 15 million Russians in the 
last war. It might yet be siding 
with Hitler. 

Keeping: the Nazis in constant 
motion is still another factor in 
the Allies’ favor. _Europe’s trans- 
portation system, as everything 
else, is worn out. Civilian traf- 
fic has almost-ceased. Canals are 
vulnerable targets for aircraft, and 
highways are of limited use be-

Moscow Paper Says 
He Has Chief Role 
in Preparing Dem-' 
ocratic, ‘Victory.

MOSCOW, Jan. 31." 
RESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S 
sixtieth birthday was the occa 
sion yesterday for a tribute of 
exceptional warmth and friendli- 
ness from the Soviet press, It is 
rare indeed that the leader of a 
capitalistic power is singled out for 
attention as commendatory as that 
contained in .a column-length ar- 
ticle in the newspaper Izvestia, 
which emphasizes the very consid- 
erable improvement in  Soviet- 
American relations since Roosevelt 
took office and praises him and 
his resolute leadership in the war 
with the Fascist states, 


The article recalls Premier Jo- 
seph V, Stalin’s estimate of Roose- 
velt, which he voiced in a talk 
with H. G. Wells in 1934, At that 
time Stalin said: . 


“There is no doubt that of all the 
captains of the modern capitalistic 
world, Roosevelt is the strongest. 
figure.” 

Stalin told Wells, according to 
the article, that Roosevelt's out- 
standing qualiites were initiative, 
courage and decisiveness. 


As evidence of the President's 
broad understanding of the im- 
mense task of defeating Hitlerite 
Germany and its Allies, the writer’ 
cites the mammoth armament pro- 
gram outlined by Roosevelt in his 
recent speech to Congress—a pro- 
gram that obviously made a deep 
impression on Soviet leaders. .

The war council, Nash explained, 
would handle the political problems 
and questions involved and leave 
the actual fighting in all theaters 
of war to the high command. 

New Zealand Endangered. 

“New Zealand (which is 5700 nau- 
tical miles from Japan) is not wor- 
ried about an invasion,” Nash as- 
serted, “but we realize we are in 
danger and are taking every pos- 
sible step to meet that threat. 
We're on the job.” 

He said New Zealand felt it had 
sent an undue proportion of its 
fighting men overseas but had 
more men in training and had not 
asked for man power from other 
mations, | 

The United States and Great 
Britain, he added, had made a 
“good response” to requests for 
, war weapons and supplies. 

Nash said that during his jour- 
ney here, he had met Patrick Hur- 
ley, just named as the first Ameri- 
can. minister to New Zealand, in 
Honolulu. 

To his prediction that the next 
12 months “will be the toughest 
months the democracies have ever 
had,” Nash added a confident as- 
sertion that “ultimately, we'll win 
out because we have better morale, 
more resources, and we can hang 
on longer.” 

Asked whether ‘he meant it 
would be tough on all fronts, Nash 
replied in the affirmative and said

More Than $20,000,000,000

will spend in addition four billion dollars 
of seven billion dollars earmarked for lend- 
lease aid during that period.

Yesterday was a red-letter day in the Battle of 
Production, for America’s huge automotive indus- 
try stopped civilian production for the first time in 
its 40-year life. It is to this industry, where the 
principles of mass production were originated, and 
perfected, that the country must look for a major 
part of the guns, planes and tanks needed to win 
this war. Heretofore, only a small part of the auto- 
motive industry was devoted to war purposes; in- 
stead, in the past year it went on a producing spree 
for civilian purposes and turned out more private 
vehicles than in any year but 1929. 

These plants will now be retooled, re-equipped 
and rearranged for war production. Although they 
will not. be fully ready for war purposes for months, 
it is heartening to realize that, once they are ready, 
vast quantities of war materials will pour from the 
assembly lines. That is what the Tolan Committee 
was urging, that present facilties be used instead of 
building new plants, as had been the practice. 

Jn closing down the plants for retooling, a great 
human problem is involved, the welfare of 300,000 
workers who have been thrown out of jobs and who 
will have to be cared for in the interim, so they will 
be able to use their special skills when the time 
comes for them to return te work. Some of these 
men are covered by unemployment compensation, 


but-it is obvious that this will have to be supple- } 


mented by Federal grants. A proposal that $300,- 
000,000 be spent in this way, to assure the men a 
wage not to exceed $24 a week, while they are being 
trained for their new work, is now pending in. 
Congress and should be forthwith passed. 

The United States is learning a lot of lessons these 
days. It has learned of its failures in production 
from the Truman and Tolan reports. It has learned 
to guard against profiteers and bunglers from these, 
as well as the report of the Vinson Committee. It 
has learned the bitterest and most valuable lesson 
of all—that of eternal vigilance—from thé tragedy 
of Pearl Harbor. 

It is in our capacity to absorb these lessons and 
to profit by past mistakes that our hope for the 
future lies.

At no point in his pamphlet does 
Hansen set the maximum limit of 
the Federal Government debt 
which the war program is likely 
to raise over 100 billion dollars.

But if there are 
not enough houses, factories and 
other projects being built, the Gov- 
ernment has no recourse (if unem- 
ployment and fall in national in- 
come is-to be avoided) except to 
borrow the money back again and 
devote it to public improvement or 
other useful public projects, :

“Capt. Patterson, with two 
non-commissioned officers, made 
a daring daylight reconnaisance 
into’ the enemy. lines, He sur- 
prised an enemy outpost of su- 

numbers and personally 
destroyed it. Later he had an 
encounter with another outpost, 
during which several of the ene- 
my were killed.or wounded, The 
enemy advanced their outposts 
and Capt. Patterson covered his 
patrol’s retreat, during which he 
dropped into a depression and 
feigned death in order to es- 
cape capture, Here he lay until 
he was able to escape to his 
lines under cover of darkness.” 

In addition, he was twice cited 
in General Orders for gallant and 
meritorious conduct. In both 
cases it was declared that he 
showed “utter disregard to per- 
gonal danger.” On the night of 
Aug. 11, 1918, the account ran, his 
company suddenly came under 
heavy shell fire. He calmly walked 
up and down in front, indicating 
to individual men where each 
could best find shelter. During 
the Argonne offensive, the other 
citation read, Capt. Patterson “led 
his men with marked efficiency, 
coolness: and courage, under an 
intense concentration of artillery 
and machine gur’ fire.”

Dignified, Friendly, Candid. 

A serene pefsonal dignity pre 
vents Patterson from being a hail- 
fellow-well-met; but among all 
war bi interviewed by the 
writer, he is one of the most friend- 
ly and by far the most candid. In 
fact, he is so outspoken that a 
self-appointed guardian always 
hovers anxiously about, in the per- 
gon of Lieut. Col. A. Robert Gins- 
burg, his right-hand man and chief 
of army procurement press rela- 
tions. Once outside the office, 
Ginsburg falls on the reporter with 
a blue pencil and strips his note- 
book of its best items, 

As a reward for his transparent 
good faith, Patterson is said to be 
the only war official to enjoy equal 
confidence of both the CIO and 
AFL. While the CIO and iaotor 
car industry, in recent page ad- 
vertisements, were slanging each 
other,over the “Reuther plan,” Pat- 
terson acted.

They Fill Key Posts. 

The movement of America’s

Pacific. 

These technicians are merged 
with a similar stream of British 
experts, and their transportation 
depends on priorities, just as the 
first use of key materials in in- 
dustry at home depends on priori- 
ties. There are various degrees of 
priorities here, and what is Class A 
priority today may be Class D or X 
priority the day after tomorrow. 

A General may think he must get 
on his way continually at 200 miles 
an hour lest the heavens fall, but 
he is apt to come to some spot 
where the progress of a dozen 
trained mechanics for some specific 
job is more important in the light 
of available transportation, and 
hard-boiled priorities officials will 
sidetrack the General and forward 
the mechanics.

Winter Skin Care

URING these cold snaps, which we've had a time or two 
“winter, there comes the problem of winter skin. 

The skin that becomes dry and chapped does not have 

sufficient. oil to lubricate and protect it. Oily may be naturally 

| lacking or it may have been washed 

away by incorrect bathing methods. 

But, contrary to popular belief, 

the tender skin may be washed in 

cold weather, if care is taken. This 

means that the skin should not be 

bathed just before going out to 

face cold winds. Choose the eve- 

ning for soap and water cleansing. 

Use warm ‘but not hot water, a 

mild soap and a soft cloth. After 

washing, apply a cold cream con- 

taining lanolin; wipe off excess and 

leave a thin layer on over night.

Remember 
to leave some cream on the lips, too. : ) 

Morning care then consists of a simple rinsing with cool 
water; more cold cream may be applied as a powder base if 
the skin seems dry.
